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Crackdown on gangs using overt filming

THE council-funded Violent and 
Organised Crime Unit is to step up 
its efforts to tackle crime by filming 
suspected gang members in areas 
across the royal borough. 

The Greenwich police unit will film 
suspects in Woolwich, Plumstead, Charlton 


and Thamesmead until midnight on Friday 
September 4. 

The move is part of a wider series of 
measures to tackle public disorder, and 
was announced last week by Detective 
Sergeant Victoria Sullivan. She said: “We 
are using this tactic to capture suspects 
involved in disorder and anti-social 
behaviour. Greenwich’s VOCU is dedicated 
to disrupting any criminal activity and 


bringing offenders to justice. Gang-related 
violence will not be tolerated. Filming 
will enable us to identify offences, capture 
evidence and act as an effective crowd 
dispersal tool.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for community safety and 
environment, said: “The VOCU has already 
delivered a number of successes for local 
residents and we are confident that this 


move will help ensure further criminals 
are held to account. However recent events 
have shown we cannot be complacent. We 
want to send out the clear message that 
anti-social behaviour will not be tolerated. 
We will continue to work with the police 
to ensure anyone undertaking criminal 
activities is brought to justice.”

I live in the Greenwich part of Mottingham 
and my road, like many surrounding 
roads, has many weeds growing up from 
the pavements. Some are very tall and it 
is getting like an obstacle course to avoid 
them. I have rung the council about this 
but nothing has been done about it. I 
understand from my local councillor that the 
work for dealing with these weeds has been 
contracted out. What is happening, please?

• A council spokesperson said: "The 
highway weed treatment contract was 
delayed this year and we apologise to all 
our residents for any inconvenience this 
has caused. The treatment started on July 


20 and the first borough-wide application 
was completed on August 14. Some parts 
of Thamesmead are the responsibility 
of the Peabody Trust. The contractor is 
now checking areas to ensure they have 
been sprayed and that the weeds are 
dying back. It can take up to two weeks 
for the weeds to show signs of dying and 
three weeks for them to die completely. 
The weeds are being removed by the 
street sweepers as part of their normal 
duties but they are being helped by 
dedicated teams in areas where the weed 
growth is causing the most concern. A 
further programme of treatment will 
begin in September. If residents are 
still concerned and feel their road needs 
further treatment, please contact us on 
020 8921 4661.

Council clamps down on fraudsters

COUNCIL fraud investigators have 
detected over £700,000 in fraudulent 
claims in the last year. 

Their successes have helped protect 
public funds for vital local services. 

The royal borough’s anti-fraud team 
brought 46 successful cases including 18 
prosecutions as part of its wide-ranging 
investigative work into housing benefit, 
council tax and income support fraud. 

The crack team of investigators works 
with the police to probe all types of fraud 
perpetrated or attempted against the 
council including council tax, business 
rates, council tenancies, right to buy 
and blue badge fraud. Responsibility for 
housing benefit investigations has just 
transferred to central government. 

In-depth investigations over the last 
year saw the team recover illegally gained 
property and financial losses including: 

• a tenant who had illegally sublet a 
council home while owning and living in 
her own house outside the borough - she 
was ordered to repay a total of £44,111. 

• two sisters who used the identity of their 
deceased sister to get a council home, then 


went on to fraudulently purchase a royal 
borough property under the Right to Buy 
scheme - both received a suspended prison 
sentence and were ordered to repay a total 
of £60,000. 

• a benefit claimant who hid £44,000 cash in 
his garden shed. The money was seized by 
police during a search of his home. Upon 
sentencing at the Crown Court, the council 
received the payment of £28,000 to cover 
the benefit fraud. The police confiscated 
the remaining amount. 

Last year’s success follows good results 
for the preceeding five years which show 
the royal borough’s anti-fraud team has 
made a significant impact in tackling 
housing benefit and council tax fraud. 
Between 2011 and 2015 the team has: 
•handled 274 fraudulent benefit cases, 
resulting in 143 prosecutions and 131 
cases where fraudsters where fined or 
cautioned. 

• recovered 200 tenancies valued at 
£15m along with almost £4m in benefit 
overpayments. 

• had £1.85 million in assets restrained at 
Court and been awarded Confiscation 
Orders totalling £660,000.

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COMMUTERS and residents can get a glimpse 
of life at one of the borough's busiest DLR 
stations thanks to a new photodocumentary 
exhibition at the Cutty Sark DLR station. 

For the first time the story of the bustling 
Greenwich station is told through a series of 
unplanned and un-staged street and station 
photography, called 'Chandra's London.' 

The exhibition, which opened on August 
14, is produced by a non-profit organisation 
called Heartstone, in collaboration with London 
partners including Transport for London (TfL) 
and DLR. The exhibition captures the visual 
story behind life in one of the capital's busiest 
tourist town centres. 

It runs until autumn 201 6 with new images 
erected every six months. 

DLR director Rory O'Neill, said: "The photo 
exhibition shows a slice of life of the station 
and the surrounding area during the two 
busiest days of the year in Greenwich, the Tall 
Ships Festival and the London Marathon, and 
we hope, along with Heartstone, that as many 
customers as possible take the time to have a 
look at the photographs and enjoy them when 
they're coming through the station." 

The DLR first started operating in 1 987 and 
since then has opened up parts of London that 
had previously had little or no rail or tube links.

The title is taken 
from the character Chandra in the book'The 
Heartstone Odyssey', which features 
some of the real-life locations as described in 
the trilogy of books currently being made into 
a film by legendary producer Barrie Osborne.

THE tall ships will make a 
highly anticipated return 
to the royal borough this 
August Bank Holiday 
weekend (August 27-31) 
when they drop anchor in 
Woolwich for the Royal

On Saturday August 29

Weigh anchor for 201 7 


LAST year’s Tall Ships Festival 
proved to be a world-class spectacle 
and confirmed the royal borough’s 
growing reputation as a must-see 
destination for visitors to London 
and the UK. The festival built on 
the successes enjoyed by Royal 
Greenwich as a host borough 
for the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games in 2012. Once again iconic 
images of the borough’s unique 
attractions filled newspapers and 
were beamed into people’s homes 
across the world. 

During the five-day event, 1.1 million 
people enjoyed the fantastic tall 
ships as they graced the shorelines 


of Greenwich and Woolwich. There 
was also a huge benefit to local trade, 
with businesses seeing a surge in 
customers, and some reporting three 
or four days’ worth of retail in just 24 
hours. 

The facts show just how important 
large events like this are to the royal 
borough. The tourism industry 
currently generates around £l.lbn, 
and sees 18 million visitors coming 
to Royal Greenwich every year. The 
industry also supports 14,000 jobs. 

Julia Stone, owner of the Cornerstone 
Cafe in Woolwich enjoyed a huge boost 
to business during the 2014 festival. 
Speaking after last year’s festival she 
said: “I’m really pleased at how busy 
we were. Apart from visitors, many 


locals came in who didn’t know us and 
said they would be coming back. We 
had a week’s takings in two days.”

VISITORS and maritime enthusiasts waving 
goodbye to the tall ships on August 31 will 
not have to wait too long before seeing 
them again. From 1 3 to 1 6 April 201 7 the Sail 
Training International Rendez-vousTall Ships 
Regatta sails into the royal borough. 

The regatta marks the 1 50th anniversary of the 
Canadian Confederation, when Canada officially 
became a nation. It will see a fleet of around 
40 large Class A and B tall ships set sail from 
Greenwich to Quebec, Canada, via Portugal, 
Bermuda and Boston. 

The ships will be anchored at two sites in the 
royal borough, known as the Tall Ships Festival 
Villages. These will be the Maritime Greenwich 
UNESCO World Heritage Site in Greenwich 
town centre, and the Royal Arsenal Riverside in 
Woolwich. 

The finale of the festival has already been 
confirmed with a huge Parade of Sail taking 
place at around 5pm on April 1 6, when around 
40 huge tall ships sail down the Thames in 
convoy. 

After the Parade of Sail, the Tall Ships will depart 
the royal borough, crossing the Atlantic and 
arriving in Quebec on July 1 8 201 7. 
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
